instructing a plurality of servers to each operate a bandwidth method in response to receiving the 
access request, the bandwidth method determining an available bandwidth; receiving a 
bandwidth indication from each of the plurality of servers; selecting an identified server in 
response to receiving the bandwidth indication from each of the plurality of servers; and 
redirecting the client to the identified server. 
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The remaining claims 17-20 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies on the independent 
claim.
